SuBJECT: “VANCOUVER ISLAND” and 
“THE ENDURING WILDERNESS” 


These two film journeys taken through various 
parts of Canada were generously furnished the 
Academy by the Canadian Travel Film Library. 

“Vancouver Island”, filmed in this spot of great 
natural beauty which lies off the Pacific coast, offers 
a look at not only the sophisticated pleasures to be 
found in Victoria and its environs but also the more 
rugged and independent forms of vacationing that 
are readily available. At leisurely pace, we travel 
to many places on this forested island. There is a 
loggers’ festival, mountain camping, sailing in the 
shadowed fiords—all presented against a background 
of blue mountains which beckon further. Flowers 
and animals abound in this film. 


“The Enduring Wilderness” takes you from the 
mountains of British Columbia to the sea-swept 
shores of Newfoundland where oases of peace and 
beauty are set apart for the enjoyment of all—a 
world of nature where plants and animals live and 
multiply in lakes and forests that fortunately remain 
unspoiled.

Derive THE MONTH of June, many 
members of the Academy staff traveled both far 
and near in North America to take part in a variety 
of professional and other meetings devoted to par- 
ticular disciplines. These assemblies, vital in the ex- 
change of information and ideas, are of such import- 
ance to many individuals that they aften use accumu- 
lated vacation time and personal funds in order to 
attend. 

W. I. Follet and Lillian Dempster, respectively 
Curator and Associate in the Department of Ichthy- 
ology, and Alan E. Leviton, Curator of Herpetology, 
attended the Annual Meeting of the American So- 
ciety of Ichthyologists and Herpetologists held at 
Lawrence, Kansas, June 16-20. After that con- 
ference. Mrs. Dempster and Mr. Follet journeyed 
to the Annual Meeting of the American Association 


for the Advancement of Science at Riverside, Cali- 
fornia. Dr. Leviton, in company with Herpetology’s 
Assistant Curator Steven C. Anderson, went on to 
Chicago for a further scientific exchange. 

Also attending the meeting of the AAAS was 
Senior Scientist Robert C. Miller (Secretary-Treasurer 
of the Pacific Division since 1944) and Robert P. 
Dempster, Associate Curator-Superintendent of Stein- 
hart Aquarium. 

From Riverside, Mr. Dempster continued to San 
Diego and a visit to Sea World, southern California’s 
newest oceanarium, and to Point Mugu and the 
Marine Biology Facility of the U. S. Naval Ordnance 
Test Station—the scene of much dolphin research. 

Phyllis Ensrud of the Aquarium staff attended a 
field program at Asilomar, Cali- 
fornia. The seminar was arranged 
by University Extension of the 
University of California, the sub- 
ject being “The Ocean as Environ- 
ment”. 

Robert T. Orr, Associate Director 
in company with Mrs. Orr, attend- 
ed the Annual Meeting of the Cooper Ornithological 
Society held at the University of British Columbia 
June 14-16. From there, the Orrs traveled to Winni- 
peg, Manitoba, and the Annual Meeting of the 
American Society of Mammalogists. After that, they 
planned a trip through other parts of the Pacific 
Northwest for the specific purpose of photograph- 
ing fungi, another among the many natural history 
interests they share. 

Earl S. Herald, Curator-Superintendent of Stein- 
hart Aquarium, attended the official opening of the 
new Niagara Falls Aquarium. From there, he planed 
to Washington, D. C. for conferences pertinent to 
the National Fisheries Center and Aquarium soon 
to be constructed. Dr. Herald is a Consultant to the 
Planning Committee. After a brief stop over at the’ 
Toledo Aquarium he went to Chicago for a meeting 
of the Aquarium Committee which was held prior 
to the aforementioned Ichs and Herps Meeting in 
Kansas. 

Ray Bandar and Luis Baptista left the Academy 
in mid-June to join J. Stuart Rowley, Research Asso- 
ciate in the Ornithology Department, currently in- 
volved in the Oaxaca Project (see NEWSLETTERS, 
December 1964 and February 1965). 

Mailliard Library’s Ray Brian attended the meet- 
ing of the Special Libraries Association held in Phil- 
adelphia. 

Dr. G Dallas Hanna, Curator of Geology, con- 
tinued his research in Alaska on the devastating 


effects of the 1964 earthquake. This field work, 
made possible by a grant from the National Science 
Foundation and the Atomic Energy Commission, 
will continue throughout the summer.

MEET THE STAFF 


FRANKLYN KREIGHBAUM, Cabinetmaker in the 
Exhibits Department, was first caught up with Acad- 
emy activities 15 years ago through his college friend- 
ship with the late Cecil Tose, then Curator of the 
Department. The two men had first known each 
other at San Francisco State College when attend- 
ing science courses. 

Frank’s regular employment for the past 26 years 
has been in the Post Office Department at San Fran- 
cisco’s Rincon Annex (of which he is presently 
General Foreman—Mails). On hearing through Mr. 
Tose that there was part time cabinet work at the 
Academy back in 1951, Frank, because of a life-long 
interest in manipulating wood, began the series of 
different kinds of construction which can be found 
throughout the entire exhibit areas. 

Born in Sacramento and educated in the Bay 
Area (at both UC and State), he was for brief 


periods employed as bookkeeper, as circulation ac- 
countant for a newspaper, and in cost analysis. His 
subsequent Civil Service career was interrupted by 
a four year hitch with the Army Air Force in Eng- 
land. Now, these years later, Frank is pleased with 
both his nighttime employment for the U. S. Govern- 
ment as balanced by his daytime creative career at 
the Academy. 


He and his wife Paula and their teenage son take 
every possible advantage to visit western wilderness 
areas from Mexico to Alaska. Music is an integral 
part of their lives with particular enjoyment derived 
from symphonic and operatic recordings, which come 
through loud and clear on the excellent high-fi sys- 
tem Frank has created in their home. 


Another interesting avocation is the care and 
repair of Chinese art goods—ivory, jade, furniture, 
rugs—which the Kreighbaums have accumulated 
over the years. This mixture of the mails, mahogany, 
Mozart and Ming seems to be a happy combination 
for all concerned.
